Slain victim led difficult life, feared pimp

Kristine Williams knew how she would die, 
according to her family: 

Last winter, Williams was talking by phone 
to her mother-in-law and her sister and, in 
both calls, she mentioned a pimp she feared. 

“She told me that she wanted me to know 
that, in case she disappeared,” her mother-in- 
law, Debra Berry said. “I told her to get the 
hell out of there and call the police. She told 
me she was too scared to do anything.” 

Over the weekend, 
relatives learned that 
Williams, 36, had 
been found strangled 
in a vacant house in 
Gary The bodies of 
two other women 
were also found 
inside. By Sunday 
night, authorities had discovered seven dead 
women in Hammond and Gary all believed to 
be victims of the suspected serial killer Darren 
Deon Vann, 43. 

Vann has been charged with murder in con- 
nection with the deaths of two of the women, 
Afrikka Hardy and Anith Jones. He has not 
been charged with Williams’ death, although 
law enforcement officials have said Vann con- 
fessed to seven murders and led them to Wil- 
liams’ body in the abandoned house in Gary 

He is being held in the Lake County Jail in 
northwest Indiana. 

Like Williams, several of the women are 
known to have worked for pimps or escort ser- 
vices. And like WiUiams’ family their relatives 
said they knew some of the women were liv- 
ing dangerous, drug-fueled lives, yet they were 
unable to save them. WiUiams’ sister, Bar- 
bara Peters, said she pleaded with WiUiams to 
come back home to Culver, a smaU town some 
70 mUes southeast of Gary where the pace of 
life is slower. 

WiUiams spent some time growing up in Al- 
abama, where Peters remembers how her sis- 
ter looked out for her. Once, they were home 
alone when a tornado hit and “trashed every- 
thing.” WilUams took Peters under a bunk bed 
where the two played with their Barbies. 

“I didn’t even notice {the storm},” Peters 
said, “because she was keeping me occupied.” 

The famUy later moved to Indiana. But by 
16, her mother had died and WiUiams had run 
away from home with Berry’s son, Siad, also 
16. They had two children together, and Wil- 
liams had three more chUdren by other men. 
In aU, she leaves two daughters, 8 and 12, and 
three sons, ages 20, 17 and 14. She also had a

grandchUd. 

Some time after they were married, the cou- 
ple moved to Missouri, where Berry’s mother 
took care of them, but they soon returned to 
Indiana to stay with Berry When her son was 
jailed. Berry said she helped take care of Wil- 
liams’ chUdren. 

“She lived with me for nine years while he 
was incarcerated,” Berry said. 

The couple eventually broke up and WU- 
liams lost custody of the children through the 
years, according to relatives and friends. 

“She truly was a sweet girl who wanted to 
raise her children,” said Valerie WiUiams, 55, 
a former stepmother. “It’s just so sad because 
Kristine was a good girl. ... She just made some

Budget calls for more bike cops

The fund would come from the cit/s cor- 
porate finance general fund, as opposed to 
the police department budget, according to 
the budget proposal. The general fund is a 
pool of money City Hall can allocate to proj- 
ects in different city departments or use for 
projects citywide. 

The city expanded its bicycle police pro- 
gram earlier this year by targeting 20 high- 
crime areas around the city, and Collins said 
they want to build on that. Officers from

Prosecutors seek other alleged 
wrongdoing by commander

Cook County prosecutors Thursday said 
they will ask a judge to consider other “crimes 
and bad acts” allegedly committed by a West 
Side police commander who faces indict- 
ment on charges of using excessive force. 

An attorney for Cmdr. Glenn Evans said 
in court that she believes prosecutors will try 
to bring out misconduct alleged in nine sepa- 
rate lawsuits against Evans in their criminal 
case against the police veteran. 

Evans, 52, was removed from his com- 
mander’s duties at the West Side Harrison 
police district and assigned to paid desk duty 
at police headquarters after he was charged 
in August for allegedly shoving the barrel of 
his service weapon down a man’s throat. 

He has pleaded not guilty to two counts of 
aggravated battery and seven counts of of- 
ficial misconduct, all felonies, in connection 
with the incident in January 2013.

The remarkably ef- 
fective title of “Dear 
White People” comes 
from Sam’s (Tessa 
Thompson) Win- 
chester University 
radio show, where 
the statement “Dear 
white people” is sometimes followed by 
declarations like her saying there’s inherent 
racism in a white woman dating a black man 
to upset her parents. Sometimes it’s followed 
by something as basic as, “Stop dancing.” 

When the dean (Dennis Haysbert), who is 
black, expresses his dismay at Sam’s show, she 
responds, “Black people can’t be racist.” 

If this were the entirety of “Dear White 
People,” writer-director Justin Simien’s 
feature debut already would be a more 
curious and provocative examination of 
American race relations than most movies— 
which commonly end on a note that makes it 
seem like racism is over. Speaking of which: 
Winchester’s president (Peter Syvertsen), who 
is white, says, “Racism is over in America,” 
which obviously is meant to expose him as 
oblivious. Yet Simien’s also exploring a certain 
damned-if-you-do , damned-if-you-don’t 
circumstance regarding racial politics. Sam, 
who tries to keep secret her appreciation 
ofTaylor Swift, protests the university’s 
new housing randomization act because 
she thinks it stems from administration’s 
discomfort at the black community 
congregating. Another viewpoint could argue 
that no other residential hall has an issue, 
suggesting a higher degree of comfort among 
people of different races in living together.

Most of “Dear White People,” however, 
finds people unsure how to treat those who 
are different and where to fit into their 
own culture. Hyde Park-raised Colandrea 
(Teyonah Parris) goes by “Coco” because she 
thinks it’s a more approachable name for a 
resume but dials up the drama of her Web 
series when a reality TV producer (Malcolm 
Barrett) tells her he needs someone who 
sparks conflict. To the chagrin of some black 
students, the dean’s son Troy (Brandon P. 
Bell) dates the president’s daughter (Brittany 
Curran), whose brother Kurt (Kyle Gallner) 
runs the house that puts on an ‘African- 
American-themed” bash. (Simien justifiably 
notes that these parties happen on real 
campuses.) Lionel (Tyler James Williams) is 
assigned a story on racial tension on campus 
because he’s black, even though an editor 
later notes, “You’re only technically black.” 

Simien has nothing new to say about reality 
TV’s fondness for exaggerated nonsense. 

He doesn’t analyze the spectrum of or 
reasons behind cultural appropriation. The 
movie certainly has a one-issue-aU-the-time 
approach, which won’t work for some. But 
there’s no denying the willingness to create 
a rare dialogue, one also happening in a 
different way on ABC’s “Black-ish.” The 
funny challenging “Dear White People” 
(which, sorry, definitely could be a hashtag) 
goes right for thoughtfully uncomfortable 
and stays there.

An imperfect flight 



Everyone gets it. The 
subject of modern, 
attention-span- 
deprived people 
letting life fly by as 
they capture and share 
it on a smartphone 
has been discussed so 
extensively that it’s become the list century 
version of the quote from “Ferris Bueller’s Day 
Off” about looking around from time to time. 

That said, “Birdman (or The Unexpected 
Virtue of Ignorance),” energizes the dialogue 
on the topic. This is a strange, jagged-yet-fluid 
movie, wrapped in an entertainment industry 
satire, that’s extremely direct in its frustration. 
Also: Every performance is fantastic. 

More than lo years ago, Riggan Thomsen 
(former Batman Michael Keaton) was a giant 
movie star, appearing in three “Birdman” 
movies that he believes set the template for 
today’s never-ending onslaught of comic-book 
adaptations and YA franchises. No^y he’s 
next to nobody staging a version of Raymond 
Carver’s “What We Talk About When We Talk

About Love” on Broadway to show that he’s 
still important. In a heart-demolishing speech, 
Riggan’s daughter Sam (Emma Stone) says that 
everyone worries about being irrelevant and 
tells her dad that he doesn’t matter. It’s one of 
the best moments of Stone’s career. 

Nevertheless, the play stutters along, with 
Lesley (Naomi Watts) thrilled at her first 
Broadway appearance and Lesley’s arrogant 
boyfriend Mike Shiner (an extraordinarily 
amusing Edward Norton) stepping in on short- 
notice to elevate and potentially destroy the 
production. Directed and co-written by a reju- 
venated Alejandro Gonzalez Inarritu (“Babel”), 
“Birdman” contains several painful and surpris- 
ing reversals that keep the story and characters 
on edge. By the way Riggan can levitate and 
make objects move with his mind like an actual 
superhero, but it’s clear this guy wouldn’t want 


to use these powers for fame (and could pos- 
sibly be imagining them). He wants to be taken 
seriously as an actor, not a tabloid headline. 

The approach is more compelling than the 
material itself, fuU of dead ends and messages 
spelled out too bluntly (The upcoming “Clouds 
of Sils Maria” is a smarter look behind the 
entertainment industry curtain.) The observa- 
tions about social media’s role in the cultural 
conversation feel pretty stale. But the move- 
ment of the camera throughout this world 


is anything but, dissolving the line between 
the stage, backstage and the alley behind the 
theater. Metaphor and reality blur too, as if it’s 
hard to tell anymore what’s actually happening 
and what’s only a Hollywood version of life. 

In its bizarre, jazzy cynical way “Birdman” 
calls for a creative renaissance while question- 
ing how society would process it if that actually 
happened— attuned to the loneliness of having 
thousands turn their heads away from your 
work and toward nothing in particular.

Everything goes wrong 


Told that he’s sudden- 
ly gone blind after a 
poorly diagnosed and 
treated eye infection, 
high-school football 
star Travis Freeman 
(32-year-old Mark 
Hapka)asks, “What 
do you mean Fm blind?” Replies his father 
(Dylan Baker): “%u lost your eyesight.” 

Considering the situation, this, of course, 
isn’t meant to be funny But it’s hilarious in 
the inept hands of veteran actor and first- 
time director Baker (“Happiness”), who turns 
a true story into a momentum-free, acci- 
dental comedy that makes both football and 
serious injury excruciatingly boring. 

Never do we understand the adaptations 
made in Travis’ house or his life (Braille, 
maybe?) to deal with his lack of vision, other 
than a cane. We do see him spend the entire 
season in the hospital because apparently 
blindness needs monthslong monitoring. Oc- 
casionally Ashley (Alexa PenaVega) appears 
to get all misty around Travis. His longtime 
friend and teammate Jerry (30 -year-old co- 
writer Bram Hoover) eventually goes from 
goofball quarterback who asks, “Where’s the 
party tonight?” in the huddle to a second- 
string booze-hound the film doesn’t actually 
care about, based on the way the onscreen 
text insultingly brushes him aside— after 
culminating in a big game, as if that’s the

important message. 

Much worse than the recent “When the 
Game Stands Tall,” the Kentucky-set “23 
Blast” is the kind of football movie filled 
with coaches taking off their hats in disgust 
and a dad bellowing, “My boy has to play!” 

It’s the kind of faith-driven movie in which 
that issue is addressed entirely by whether 
Travis decides to wear a cross around his 
neck. Timothy Busfield co-stars as a hillbilly 
athletic director who mutters, “J-j-jail?” when 
threatened with a lawsuit, and at no point 
does the movie make the true story’s most 
eyebrow-raising detail— that Travis rejoined 
the team without his sight— remotely believ- 
able. Hapka also doesn’t have the same build 
as the real person he’s playing, making what 
happens to his character seem even less 
sensible. 

“Left Behind” remains the year’s most un- 
intentionally hilarious movie by a long shot, 
and the badly acted “23 Blast” (which might 
have made an OK documentary) is too dull to 
recommend for its accidental bursts of laugh- 
ter. But here’s another great moment: “Play? 
Play what?” Travis asks when coach (Stephen 
Lang of ‘Avatar”) says he wants the young 
man to play again. Says coach: “Football.”

Doomed from the 
start by bad medicine 



Either “Stonehearst 
Asylum” star Jim 
Sturgess’ agent has 
magical powers, or 
the actor is the 496th 
choice for every lousy 
movie he appears 
in— by that point, 
the producers don’t care. From ‘Across the 
Universe” to “21” to “One Day” to “Upside 
Down,” this guy repeatedly contributes 
nothing (or less) to movies that are, at best, 
extremely challenging to endure. 

Drily gawking up a storm, Sturgess does 
it again with this derivative, ponderous 
thriller, based on an Edgar Allan Poe short 
story and directed by the formerly promising 
Brad Anderson (“The Machinist”). He plays 
Edward Newgate, a doctor who arrives at 
the titular house of “lunatics” in 1899, saying 
he needs clinical experience to complete 
his pursuit of a job as an alienist— an

unfortunately titled specialist in asylum 
medicine. (You can’t see me, but Em giving 
an “Um, OK” shrug.) He gets a guided tour 
from Silas Lamb (Ben Kingsley), the man in 
charge of the isolated and ominous building, 
and sees Eliza Graves (Kate Beckinsale), 
with whom Edward falls in love immediately 
and becomes desperate to save from her 
increasingly unsettling environment. 

Rather than conjure an atmosphere of 
encroaching doom, Anderson delivers an 
off-brand “Shutter Island,” nearly devoid 
of stylistic flourishes or memorably strange 
details, instead intent on repeatedly telling 
us things we already know. “The lunatics 
are running this asylum!” cries Edward, far 
too early in the film to keep us invested for 


its remaining running time. Not even the 
underused presences of Michael Caine and 
Brendan Gleeson can class things up. 

Where 2011’s “Hysteria” found a degree 
of information and entertainment in 
depicting long-outdated medical foolishness, 
“Stonehearst Asylum” only makes viewers 


feel confined to something obvious and 
profoundly uninteresting. Though it is 
amusing to see Kingsley, after Edward 
wonders why Silas isn’t trying to cure a man 
who thinks he’s an Arabian stallion, reply, 
‘And make a miserable man out of a perfectly 
happy horse?”

Yawn, *Ouija’ puts the 
bored in board game 



Nineteen years after 
“Jumanji” and two 
years after the failed 
“Battleship” (which 
no one liked but me) 
comes a big-screen 
version of “Ouija,” 
which combines the 
excitement of annoying horror cliches with 
the fun of watching other people play board 
games. There’s just nothing freakier than see- 
ing 20 nearly identical scenes of things jump- 
ing out of the quiet darkness or a teenager 
playing Ouija (pronounced “wee-gee”) asking, 
“Come on, you guys, who’s doing that?” 

Laine (Rachel Leigh Cook-meets-Chris- 
tina Ricci look-alike Olivia Cooke of “Bates 
Motel”) insists on playing the game with a 
handful of stock characters after her best 
friend Debbie’s (Shelly Hennig of “Teen 
Wolf”) shocking suicide. They used to Ouija 
(yes. I’m using it as a verb now) as kids, and 


Laine thinks maybe she can get some answers 
from her deceased BFR For some reason she 
also feels the need to remind her fellow Ouija 
players that you can’t play the game alone or 
in a graveyard even as they’re about to play 
it together in a house. No one suggests the 
first rule could be in place because if you’re 
the only one moving the game piece (called a 
“planchette,” with which you spell words and 
look for supernatural presences), you’re sure 
to know it’s a sham. 

An inventive filmmaker might have cast 
Cate Blanchett as the planchette— kidding, 
sort of— and turned “Ouija” into a demented 
journey down a rabbit hole in a Hasbro box. 

(I know the board has historical origins, but 
there’s a reason no one takes those seriously) 


Co-writer/first-time director Stiles White 
crafts a padded dud that plays kinda like a 
PG-13-rated blend of “Final Destination,” 

“I Know What You Did Last Summer” and 
95 percent of this century’s movies about 
ghosts. Seriously enough with demons 
screaming. It’s not scary 

Doors slam and rattle easily startled peo- 
ple. Dialogue is repeated and no distinction is 


made between why certain characters die and 
others don’t. Not that you’ll care; your mind 
wiU be miles away thinking of how the title 
“Ouija” kind of looks like Van Halen’s album 
“OU812” and who should star in the “Magic 8 
Ball” or “Light As a Feather, Stiff As a Board” 
movies. “Nah,” you think, “those would never 
work. But Jason Segel would have a blast in 
the live-action ‘Hungry Hungry Hippos.’ ”

Starting conversations 
with *Dear White People*

Coming on like a fresh breeze amid the hot 
air that so often accompanies talk about race, 
“Dear White People” is both a conversation 
piece and a calling card, announcing writer- 
director Justin Simien, in his feature debut, as 
an invigorating voice, someone original from 
a new generation. 

Opening Frida}^ the film won prizes at the 
Sundance and San Francisco film festivals and 
was selected for the prestigious New Direc- 
tors/New Films program in New York City: A 
companion book of essays written by Simien, 
with the lighthearted subtitle ‘A Guide to In- 
ter-Racial Harmony in Post-Racial’ America,” 
also will also be published this month. 

Samantha White (Tessa Thompson), a cam- 
pus provocateur at the fictional Ivy League- 
ish Winchester University, runs a college radio 
show called “Dear White People” in which 
she cheekily addresses how white and black 
students interact. For example, the number 
of black friends required of a white student to 
not seem racist has been raised to two. (Weed 
dealers don’t count.) 

Simien said he sees pieces of himself in all 
the characters— with Lionel (Tyler James Wil- 
liams) coming to terms with being black and 
gay perhaps the most overt parallel— as each 
character is shown navigating between the per- 
sona they present to the world and who they 
may be in private. 

“We all struggle with who we are versus who 
we appear to be,” Simien, 31, said. “So it was an 
attempt to articulate that very awkward pro- 
cess of moving culturally between spheres and 
knowing my experience is a singular one not 
everyone else is having around me. 

‘And that’s part of my black experience, 
needing to articulate that experience but it 



not always feeling safe to do so. ... But some of 
those things need to be said.” 

Alongside a media savvy backstory in get- 
ting the film off the ground, part of what 
also has set “Dear White People” apart is its 
distinctive diversity of influences. Although 
Simien has been sure to acknowledge Afri- 
can-American predecessors such as Spike Lee 
or John Singleton, he’s also made references 
to Wes Anderson, Stanley Kubrick, Ingmar 
Bergman, Fritz Lang and a host of others. 

“I think the difference in our generation, 
the sort of African American Millennial, is we 
were not only influenced by black culture, we 
just weren’t,” producer Lena Waithe said. “I’m 
obsessed by Spike Lee, but I’m also obsessed 
with Spike Jonze. And that’s something Justin 
is trying to address, that there is no one way to 
be black. You can’t define that for us because 
we are constantly redefining it for ourselves.”

The Boka Group tries Japanese fare at new West Loop restaurant Momotaro

R estaurateurs Rob Katz and Kevin Boehm of The Boka Restaurant Group have 
quite the collection of successful restaurants, from the crispy pig-faced glory 
of Girl & the Goat to the bustling raw bar at GT Fish & Oyster. But even before 
they opened their very first spot, Boka in 2003, they’ve been dreaming of opening 
ajapanese restaurant. 

Planning a restaurant for that long can be both a blessing and a curse. The devil 
(or akuma, as they say in Japanese) is in the details. After recruiting two chefs to 
bring their vision to life— Mark Hellyar to handle the hot dishes and Jeff Ramsey 
for sushi— Momotaro opened last week in the West Loop. I stopped in to see how 
this dream of more than a decade in the making shaped up. 


Board room or dining room? 

The dining room reminded me of a board- 
room at Sterling Cooper Draper Pryce, the 
fictional advertising agency on “Mad Men.” 
The sushi bar, trimmed with teak-style pan- 
els and emerald green subway tile, is a beau- 
tiful centerpiece. At the bar, a spirits menu 
written on interchangeable slabs channels 
a vintage airline departures/arrivals board. 
According to Boehm, the inspiration for the 
decor comes from Japanese post-war office 
design (similar to mid-century modernism, 
hence the Don Draper-esque 


feel) and the Japanese salaryman, a middle- 
management worker who toils by day 
and blows off steam at night. I saw that 
inspiration when my bill was delivered in a 
miniature yellow inter-departmental mail 
envelope that was hand-stamped with Japa- 
nese kanji. The menus are bound in what 
looks like a retro stenographer’s notebook 
with the Momotaro logo, a black and silver 
corona. It felt like a collectible artifact, 
something I wanted to steal for my office 
desk (I didn’t). 
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Service is aimost perfect 

Friendly, polished service leans toward fine- 
dining— expect your napkin to be neatly 
refolded when you leave the table— but then 
stops short at points. Servers would swing by 
my table to sweep away errant bits of food, 
but they’d also still leave behind a few clumpy 
grains of sushi rice. My server was one of the 
nicest and most knowledgeable guys I’ve en- 
countered dining out this year, but the food 
runners dropped off a prepared fish when my 
date was away in the restroom. I stared at it 
sheepishly wondering if I should wait to eat 
until she got back. 

I couldn’t wait for it to get cold, so I dove 
into the bowl of flaky fillets of madai snapper 
($20) braised in shoyu (a soy sauce made 
from wheat and soy bean) with earthy- tasting 
shitake mushroom caps and a sprinkle of lily 
pad-shaped nasturtium leaves. The nas- 
turtium was spicy and pungent and added 
a mustard-like spice to the sweet and salty 
broth. The contrast of delicate textures and 
sharp flavors reminded me of fine dishes I’ve 
had at the Michelin-starred L20. Luckily my 
date returned quickly; if she hadn’t, I might 
have eaten the whole thing. 

Killer grillin’ 

The madai came from the “autumn” section, 
one chapter in the novel-like menu that in- 
cludes 80 -plus dishes organized into sections 
such as “snacks,” “cold,” “hot,” “from the 
coals,” “hibachi,” “from the sushi bar,” “nigiri/ 
sashimi” and “makimono.” Ordering a dish 
from every section of the menu is almost too 
much food for two people. If you’re not visit- 
ing with a large group and have to make some 
choices. I’d focus on the rotating seasonal 
items (that’s “autumn,” currently) and on the 
“from the coals” section, a selection of meat, 
vegetable and seafood grilled to order or over 
super-blazing Japanese-style charcoal. Mo- 
motaro serves up some of the best Japanese- 
grilled robata in town. I especially loved 
the firm briny diver scallop ($12) coated in a 
bright citrus ponzu butter tossed with fat, 
salty orange bubbles of salmon roe, micro- 
slivers of seabean and custard-like hunks of 
uni (sea urchin) that tasted a bit like foie gras. 
There was actual foie gras rolled inside the 
washugyu ($12), tiny caramelized roulades of 
skirt steak skewered alongside crispy shishito 
peppers. Though the foie gras flavors were 
a bit overpowered by the beef, I loved the 
fact that a humble cut like skirt steak— often 
cooked to a chewy, bland consistency— was 
juicy and tasted like a fine rib-eye. 

Snack attack 

The “hot” section of the menu also features 
some real gems, including agedashi tofu ($12), 
or organic tofu made in-house from local 
organic soy milk. The tofu, which has a dense 
creamy curd similar to mozzarella, was fried 
to order and served over a sweet and salty

BEHIND THE NAME 


“The first thing we ate in our initial tasting with chef [Mark] Hellyar was [called] the Momotaro 
tartare,” co-owner Rob Katz said, referring to an appetizer made from Maui onion, shiso and a 
sweet Japanese tomato called Momotaro. “We were amazed by the Momotaro tomato’s char- 
acter and richness, and couldn’t believe it was a vegan dish. It was this dish that inspired the 
[restaurant’s] name.’’ 


dashi broth. The dish was garnished with a 
tiny hill of undulating smoky bonito flakes 
and a sprinkle of grated watermelon radish 
that tasted like an icy spicy sorbet. Unagi don 
($14)— barbecued eel-topped rice infused 
with squash, mushroom and spicy Japanese 
sansho pepper— was like fried rice of the 
gods. I’m still thinking about those cubes of 


unagi, feathery and sweet like fresh crabmeat. 

The sushi situation 

The perfectly cooked rice grains in the 
bowl of unagi don made for an act that was 
tough to follow Good sushi rice is fluffy and 
flavored with a slight rice vinegar tang; each 
grain is distinct and separate. One batch 


of sushi rice that came with the tenshi ebi 
(angel prawn nigiri, $7), was sticky dense and 
relatively flavorless. The angel prawn perched 
on that middling rice was chewy thick and 
had an unsettling crunch. Ramsey said he 
roasts the heads of the prawn with the shell 
on, chops them up and puts them in between 
the prawn meat and the rice to add texture, 
but I felt like I was choking down a beetle. 

Another order of nigiri, the tarabagani 
(fresh Alaskan king crab, $8), featured soggy 
compressed flesh, not the buttery firm meat 
I anticipated. Even worse, the rice on the 
crab nigiri was flimsy and broke away as 
soon as I lifted the crab with my chop- 
sticks. Ramsey earned a Michelin 
star while working at the Mandarin 
Oriental hotel in Tokyo, so I won- 
dered what was up and asked him 
about rice preparation in a later inter- 
view From the special pressure cooker 
he bought to prevent the rice from coming 
out too sticky and the pre-opening rice-cook- 
ing trials he told me about, it sounds like he’s 
committing to getting things right. For me, 
though, the rice was just inconsistent. 

That being said, Ramsey’s toro tartare 
($25), a tiny puck of ruby red tuna bits packed 
with sweet red onion, garnished with a ginger 
blossom and served alongside smears of fizzy 
fermented wasabi sauce, was one of the best 
and most beautiful looking things I’ve eaten 
this year. I would give up beef tartare, a dish I 
really love, forever if I could somehow secure 
a lifetime supply of that toro. 

Sweets remix 

In order to cut costs, a lot of restaurants have 
a single pastry chef Some have none at all and 
the dinner staff also creates the desserts. At 
Momotaro, a staff of four oversees the sweets. 
This investment is paying off I especially dug 
the namelaka ($11), chocolate sponge cake 
featuring green tea ice cream and ripe cherries 
served with a shot of piping hot fudge on the 
side. I was less in love with the waka momo 
($11), baby green peaches served on a bed of 
whipped tofu with almond pralines. I loved 
the cloud-like texture of the tofu, but the rare 
green peaches from Japan were too subtle. 

I expected a big, ripe fruit bomb, especiaUy 
since my server raved about their flavor, but 
all I got was a weak waft of peachiness. 

Bottom line 

Even with a few details to iron out, Momota- 
ro is already one of Chicago’s very best Japa- 
nese restaurants, with grilled and hot dishes 
that are top-notch. The sushi service could 
use a touch more consistency but, much 
of the fish, some of which is being shipped 
overnight from Japan, is impeccable.
